Relations With Europe; France
To Me Editor of the Evening Publio Ledger:
Bir—One editorlal in your paper to-
day has appealed to me ro forcefully
that I have rerend It several timen, and
belleve it forms the true banis of our

relations with Europe. The Inst para-
graph sums it up: “‘Bu s a
house, Take away its inherited racinl

hatreds and fts terrible teaditions of
fear and v nee and it would not
be greatly unllke the United States in
Its exsentinl needs and aspirations. The
interests and the hopes of its plain
ple -are virtually the snme, Yet
urope Is divided ngainst itself now as
badly as it ever was divided before.'

Frequently I have read that Europe
is n commercial, industrial or economic
unit as well as a geographical unit, and,
Ancoln who saw
so clearly that the United Btates, if

same condition of sectional divisions
and animosities. But I do not believe
that the French could understand that
we might look at France us a part of
Europe in the same way that California
is n part of the United Btates. Yet in
extent of territory they are about
equal,

Perhaps the union of Europe {s near-
er than ever and then financial and
economie necessity will trlumph over
Inherited ruclal hatreds sooner than we
expect, The efforts of the great French
statesmnan visiting us to secure & mpe-
clal alllance with a fractionul part of
Europe do not nppeal to me xo much as
does the conclusion of your editorial.
Clemencenu mar nesail us for leaving
France in the lurch, but our nationul
experience has taught ux that Europe
should be united and that it would
prove a poor gervice to attempt to guur-~
antee disunlon.

The population of Europe is about
200,000,000, of which France has 40,
000,000, Consequently no anlliance with
the United Btates would prevent France
from finally beinr displaced from her
present commanding military wuprem-
ary. Even now France complaing of
being isoluted in Europe, deft in the
lurch, and with such complaint justice
requires us to have no sympathy, Aw
France continued to bar Germany and
Rumssia from the League of Natlons,
the League beenme an alliance of vietors
against the vanquished, If Germany
and Russin hnd been admitted, then the
scheme of President Wilkon might have
been a stepping stone toward a United
States of Europe, 'That is also what
Lloyd George tried to mnke of it by
rg nl_tba ndmisxlon of those countries,
ut France would not allow it, and
runlllml him in Turkey for his friend-

y overtures towurd the enemles of
France, That is what wrecked the
Lengue,

We may expect nothing from France
In the way of n reconciled Europe until
dire economic necessity nnd tieal
ixolatlon eompel her to tnke the level
which her population and xize entitle
lier, 1If she attempts any military ag-
greselons with her large army, no na-
tlon in Europe except Belgium will side
with her. Her army is an anachronism,
Yet an you say, ‘‘Americans who dis-
ngree with French polley do not dis-
ngrea with the French people,’" and
there is nothing to suggest that our
sympathles with France have been
broken, 1.
